Horrible Story of Saragery In 


New Hebrides Islands, 


VANCOUVER, B. C;, Oct 6.-—A re- 


markable story of cannibalism iras 
brought to "Sydney, Australia,/^ few 
days before the sailing of the steamer 
Aofangi to this port, by the. French 
Steamer Jeanette. The victim of the 
display of savagery was a native of 
Hawaii, named Amaru, who acted as 
orderly to the immigration department 
at JJoumea, in the New Hebrides. 
About six months ago Amaru mar- 


ried a native Woman of Aoba, in the 
New Hebrides group, and on passing 
that island on the second day of the 
voyage of the Jeanette to one of the 
outiying islands, he decided to visit his 
wife's tribe. Accordingly the couple 
were put off in a small boat and it was 
only a few-weeks ago that the steamer 
made a second call, and learned their 
fate. 
By mistake they had landed on an 
unfriendly-shore, and were taken pris- 
oners. Tbejman was tied to a stake 
and bis torture- begun. This consist- 
ed first in allowing vicious Jungle 
snakes from which the poison fangs 
had been removed to attack the man's 
legs. Then a fire was made at his 
feet and his legs were horribly 
burned, though the injury was super- 
ficial, so that the victim would not die 
under the treatment Then -he was 
made a target for the speart of the 
tribesmen, who finally killed him. He 
was torn to pieces and placed over a 
fire with two sheep. In fact accord- 
ing to the story, he waa eaten with the

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—Within 


six months .from the present time the 
first of a fleet of steel steamships will 
sail from New York for San .Francisco 
en route to Honolulu as a regular line 
of service which is to be inaugurated. 
These vessels are now in process of 
construction. One, the Califprnian; is 
building at the Union Iron Works, and 
will be delivered In May/ the others 
are on the stocks in the Roach ship- 
yards on the Delaware, and will be 
ready for service during 1800. /These 
are the American, the-Hawaiian and 
the Oregonian. They will all he sister 
ships, built from practically the same 
plans.

The vessels will- be 430 feet long 
over-all, 61 feet breadth of beam and 
31 feet 9 Inches deep. They will draw 
when loaded, 26 feet of water.: Their 
carrying capacities will be 8,250 tons 
of 2,240 pounds, and their coal bunker 
capacity will be 1,500 tons. They will 
have a maximum speed of 10% knots 
and a cruising speed of 10 knots. They 
will carry a crew of 40 each, including 
20 coalpassers. besides officers. 
The 
vessels will be fitted for carrying 
freight only, a few extra staterooms in 
the.cabins will accommodate several 
passengers, but they will not be pas- 
senger ships. The vessels will' cost 
about ISOO.OOO each. Those in course 
of construction in the East will make 
the trip from New York to San Fran- 
cisco to 60 days,' "the course being 
through the Straits of Magellan; the 
only stop made en route will be at Co- 
ronel, Chile, where they will coal. 
They will stop at San Francisco on the 
outward trip only; on the return trip 
they will go direct from Honolulu to 
New York, pausing only at the' coating 
station.

A vessel will leave New York every 


45 days.: It is the desire of the owners 
to reduce, this Interval to 30 days; but 
to do this two more steamers would be 
required; these additional vessels will 
be built at the earliest date possible, 
the next ship being designed to be one 
of 10,000 tons capacity. The existing 
price of steel, however, precludes the 
giving of any further orders for 'the 
present An order for a vessel placed 
In Mi*ch w^ sought to be dujplicafed, 
fairt there was 'demanded an Increase in 
price of the necessary steel of i about 
per; cent It was the d«sireot the own- 
ers to, place all the .contracts for build- 
ing the ships on this Coast, "but. the 
yards here were 'so full of other work 
that they, could not guarantee to turn 
them "oat within the same time as the 
Eastern yards, and time was the es- 
sence .of the situation. . : 
The placing of steamers regularly on 
the trade between New York and Ha- 
waii, is an/innovation. Heretofore it 
has been conducted by sailing ships. 
-A few years ago several steamers went 
over the. route, bringing a general car- 
go, but they made a failure of the en- 
terprise financially and the experiment 
was not repeated. The Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania came-around from New York 
last year, bringing general cargoes, 
but their primary purpose in coming 
was to engage in the Klondike trade. 


The-new line of steamers will; be 


owned by a«>mpany comprising three 
firms; they are Flint & Co. of New 
York, Dear born &'"Co. of New York and 
Williams, Dimond & Co. of San Fran- 
cisco.- These firms have been'sending 
around from New .York an average of 
one sailing ship a month to carry the 
goods which will now* be transported 
by the steamers. It requires from 120 
to "140 days fora sailing ship to make 
the passage. With a steamer the time 
is cut In half. The goods brought are 
mostly heavy freight, such as iron, 
machinery, nails, horseshoes, barbed 
wire and the like, though with the 
steamers the .. lighter characters of, 
manufactured Wares will become part 
of the cargoes. ' 


The starting of this line has been 


occasioned by two considerations. The 
first is the recent great increase in the 
quantity of sugar grown on the isl- 
ands, owing to the setting out of many 
new plantations. The quantity pro- 
duced is much more than can. be han- 
dled by the refineries onthis Coast, and 
provides the steamers with return car- 
goes from the islands. This increase 
la th« cultivated area of sugar lands 
lias also greatly increased the demand 
In the Islands for manufactured goods, 
hereby insuring larger and more staple 
incoming cargoes. 


The second consideration is -that the 
islands have passed under American 
control and that presently the tariffs, 
of the United States will be extended 
to them, shutting out ttae competition 
of foreign countries and Increasing the 
trade with the State*. 


Williams, Dimond 4 Co. are also hav- 


ing built by Arthur Bewail ft Oo. of 
Bath, Me., one steel bark of length 
about 260 fMt overall, which will carry 
270Q tona of freight Ibis vessel will 
oot be used in the Cape Horn trade, 
on which ail the sailers will be sup- 
planted by the steamers, but will be 
put on ti»e trade between San Fran- 
cisco and Honolulu. It would require 
eight of these barks to take cure of 
the increased trade wbich has been 
developed on this run, but no more 
orders cam be given for vessels now 
because of the Increase! price of RteeL 
The firm dot* not conieTnpJst? ihe use 
of steamers era thin run.

Report That Ttimasese 


Was Made King. 


N«w« Comes from Qarman Soure • 


and May Not be Rellabl*—Amorl- 


can Consul Mixed Up. 


CHICAGOj OcL 14.—A special cable 


to the Chicago Tribune from Berlin 
says:

News comes from Apia that the na- 


tives have proclaimed Tamasese as 
king, despite the recent agreement .of 
the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain to abolish that office. 


The Cologne Gazette's Apia corre- 


spondent sends a long indictment of 
the Consular Government.' He saya the 
natives do not conceal their disrespect 
for the representatives 
of the treaty 


powers, relating a singular incident as 
an illustration.. Tamasese .Invited the 
officials and tue leading white citizens 
of Apia to a wedding feast. All went 
except the Germans. 


The American Consul, Mr. Osborne, 


made a speech, thus giving the affair 
official recognition. Thereupon Tama- 
sese's followers danced and sang' Im- 
promptu songs proclaiming Tamasese 
as king, announcing the destruction of 
the opposing natives if they resisted 
his authority. 


When the letter was mailed, Septem- 
ber 8, hundreds of Tamasese's and Ta- 
nu'a followers were gathered at Apia 
preparing^ to swear allegiance before 
the eyes of the foreign Consuls by pre- 
senting. gifts and attesting homage. 
The letter says a New Zealand lawyer 
named Gurr is managing the affair.

Perry Renders 


Sweeping Decision. 


The Plaintiff Soper Cats Abou 


Everything He Asked for In 


•tilt Complaint. 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


Judge Perry 
yesterday morning 


handed down his decision in the Soper- 
Dillingham-Waialua Agricultural Com- 
pany case, which Has occupied the pub- 
lic interest for so many months. The 
property interests involved in thls^case 
were so large—amounting to a million 
dollars—the importance of the issues BO 
great and the amount of testimony sc 
voluminous that tne decision was not 
expected for some weeks, although the 
final outcome was foreshadowed in 
questions submitted by the court to the 
attorneys a few days ago for further 
argument. It must be patent to every- 
one that Judge Perry bas taken into 
consideration the large number of .peo- 
ple pecuniarily interested in the con- 
troversy and. has-worked night and day 
on the case since it was submitted. Nor 
should the court stenographer, Mr. J. 
W. Jones, be denied a meed of praise 
in this matter, for the rapidity with 
•which he has transcribed his notes has 
contributed much to an.early decision. 


The judgment of the court in this 


case covers about one hundred pages 
of ordinary typewriting. The history 
of the case is gone into- from its incep- 
tion and all the important correspond- 
ence between parties is reproduced. In 
a nutshell, the court decrees that the 
plaintiff, John H. Soper, is entitled to 
what he brought suit for. This is more 
fully set out in the final portion of the 
decision, which is copied verbatim, as 
follows:

To recapitulate* then, if the com- 


pensation provided for by the letter of 
June 20 has become due to the com-

The amended -bill of complaint was 
filed November 18,1898, and the amend- 
ment thereto on January 31,1899.

But, where the value of the 
stock is not easily ascertalnable, or the 
stock is not to be obtained readily else- 
where, or there Is some particular and 
reasonable cause for" the. vendee's re- 
quiring the stock contracted to be de- 
livered, a court of equity will decree 
a specific performance and compel the 
vendor to deliver the stock." The 
stock of the respondent corporation 
wad not listed on the Stock Exchange 
until March 11, 1899; such of the as- 
sessable stock as was dealt in on the 
market consisted of the unauthorized 
and void over-issue above described, 
except possibly a few shares belonging 
to those who, while they signed the 
later "Castle & Cooke and Others" sub- 
scription list had also signed the orig- 
inal list, (but whether or not any of 
the stock belonging to any of these par- 
ticular holders was offered on the mar- 
ket or was obtainable prior to Janu- 
ary 31, 1899, does not appear in evi- 
dence).

recent reports on the condi- 
tion and prospects of the MoBryde Su- 
gar; eompany show the rapid develop^- 
ment of its property. 
Three fine wells so far have been 


sunk at'the Hanapepe station. Plant- 
ing is continued without waiting for 
the Hanapepe pump. 
The recent 


rainfall of-three inches shows that the 
waste of water from the Wahiawa riv- 
er, if it had been saved for only twen- 
ty-four hours, would have irrigated the 
plantation for a long time. The 1,600- 
foot tunnel connecting the Wahiawa 
river wltb. the reservoirs which are 
being:built will be finished in about 
four months. One of the reservoirs, 
which will hold 75,000,000 gallon's-of 
water, is now completed. The old na- 
tive ditch'has been cleaned and re- 
paired and will carry water to the new 
eservoir. Five more reservoirs are to 
be built and the total capacity of these 
will be about 400,000,000 gallons of 
water. The tunnel, which -will soon 
)e-finished, .will carry the surplus or 
freshet water of the Wahiawa river to 
hese reservoirs. 
The tunnel into the mountain, in 
search of water is already in sixty feet 
and now adds about 24,000 gallons per 
day. 
All of the reservoirs will be at 


an average .elevation of 900 feet and 
will irrigate the upper lands above the 
400-foot leveL 
There Is,abundant labor on the plan- 


tation at .present The recent rains 
enable planting to be pushed, and the 
rop will soon be planted, which is ex- 
pected to yield an 8,000-ton "crop in 
901. The present mill will grind this 
:rop. The new mill will be built when- 
ver the company has made its plans 
'or erecting it, but it is not necessary 
o hurry it at present Work is going 
on at Lawai in well-boring. There are 
now two well-boring outfits in the val- 
ey, and the Reldler pump will be In 
iperation by January 1.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.TThe 


Army transport service has assumed 
flucb. vast proportions as Ha form a very 
important feature in the shipping at 
this port. The fleet required to trans- 
port men, supplies and animate to the 
Thilippines is constantly growing, and 
the business of the Quartermaster'* 
department exceeds that of the largest 
transportation company. While most 
of the vessels are on the ocean, be- 
tween San Francisco and Manila, as 
many as three large steamers ate dis- 
patched in a 'single day. So many 
transports are in port that they not 
only occupy the Government dock but 
have to be accommodated at different 
wharves, wliile some are on the dry 
•Sock and the rest must pull out into 
the stream to make room for others. 
The Hancock is on the dry dock, and 
will sail with troops October 25t/h; the 
Peking is scheduled to sail on the same 
day, also with troops. The Leetonaw 
is at Spear-street dry dock, 'her boilers 
and plates being made ready as fast 
as possible, that she may take another 
load of animals to Manila. A large 
force of men is employed on the Man- 
auense at the Folsom-street dock, get- 
ting her ready on hurry orders, as she 
is scheduled to sail with troops within 
a week. The Pennsylvania went on 
the dry dock yesterday and will return 
to Manila with, troops shortly. The 
Oonemaugh, which arrived yesterday, 
will be^ ready for a return trip with 
troops at the earnest possible date. 
The Tartar, Newport, Olympla and 
Benmohr will all sail away with troops 
during October, and the .Victoria will 
carry forage for the animals as soon 
as,she can be loaded. The Centennial 
has unloaded ner cargo of animals at 
Honolulu, and IB on her return to take 
another load. .

NEW YORK, Oct 7.—"Uncle Sam Is 


making elaborate preparations to thor-

ernment official today. "Wireless te- 
legraphy will mean more to the Gov- 
ernment than any other great inven- 
tion of modern times. Marconi will 
show us some" brand new inventions;

on those used in his -foreign*exper- 
ments. The War Department will give 
him the first test. The Navy 'and 
Treasury Departments are arranging 
to do so afterward. A proving ground 
is being selected for the purpose, and 
balloons are being fitted out for some 
new and fascinating experiments at 
extraordinary high altitudes. These 
air vehicles will be small, capable of 
lifting only forty or fifty pounds, but 
will be ample to support the necessary 
wires and fixtures.

Marconi has hitherto used. Some of 
them will be covered with tin foil; 
others will use plates, such as are now 
attached to the tops of poles. A few of 
the famous Weather Bureau kites will 
also be used, very prpbably. If so, they 
will be maae conductive by coverings 
of foil. Since the height to which 
these aerial crafts can be sent is very 
great, the distance over which wire- 
less communication is now possible 
will be enormously multiplied, provid- 
ing sufficient potentials can be gener- 
ated. 


"With the pole experiments the limit 
thus far appears to be beyond eighty 
miles, twice the distance of the first 
telegraph line using wires. While Mar- 
coni was working in Europe it was 
supposed that provision bad to be made 
to overcome the curvature of the earth, 
but this no longer seems necessary- 
from facts I have lately learned. I un- 
derstand that an 80-mile message was 
sent from a station only seventy feet 
high, although, the curvature of the 
earth here was a thousand feet The- 
oretically, the balloons will make the 
space possibilities almost limitless. Ac- 
cording to the old formula providing 
for the earth's curvature, two bal- 
loons, each a thousand feet high, 
should send messages 2,500 miles. 
"We, also hope to prove the utility 


of a set of new devices not heretofore 
used in any of Marconi's experiments. 
Receivers and -transmitters will each 
be provided with reflectors made of 
metal and curved to the shape of a hol- 
low cylinder turned on edge. These 
will be mounted in connection with 
mariner's compasses, showing exactly 
the directions in which the reflected 
rays are going or from which they are 
coming. The enormous value of such 
a combination-can be seen at a glance. 
By noting his angles the transmitter 
can accurately aim at toe receiver, 
while the latter, by turning his reflect-

"Doubtless the-naval tests will prove 
this apparatus of Marconi's to be of as 
great, if not greater, value to that arm 
of the service than to the army. You 
doubtless wonder how any electric 
system can be relied upon on board a 
warship, where metallic armor and 
equipments exert such a distracting in- 
fluence upon the steering compass 
Large conductors near the Instruments 
strange to say, make not the slightest 
difference. In Italy Marconi placed a 
transmitter in the fortress of San Bar- 
tolomeo and a receiver on board the 
Ironclad San Martlno, twelve miles at 
sea. The receiver was placed under 
the guns and in the engine rooms, sur- 
rounded by tons of steel, yet the mes- 
sages were recorded with perfect ac- 
curacy. 


"I see that in one of Marconi's recent 
patents he claims that bis apparatus 
will transmit signals through earth, air 
or water, and I suspect that this Is no 
exaggeration. We will teat hi* claims, 
at least. We want to learn to what ex- 
tent hi* wave vibrations will travel 
through dr over Intervening hills, 
mountains and forest*, which make di- 
rect heliograph and semaphore slgnal- 
ng impossible except over a minute 
distance. The I*t« of Wight experi- 
ment* show that message* can be re- 
led upon through fog, a&ow, rain or 
lurricane."

The Supreme Court, Justices Whiting 


and Frear and Judge Perry in place of 
the Chief Justice, has Handed down an 
opinion overruling the exceptions from 
the Circuit Court ot the Second Cir- 
cuit in the case of Republic ol Hawaii 
vs. Charles Palea, who waa charged, 
tried and convicted with being on the 
premises of one Ah Chuna In the night- 
time without lawful excuse. The opin- 
ion is written by Justice Whiting and 
says the conclusion of the eoortis that 
the evidence folly supports the verdict. 


A second opinion by the Supreme 


Court, constituted as above, and also 
written iy Justice .Whiting, is in the 
case of M. F. Scott vs. Kahele Apau on 
a writ of error to the Third Circuit 
Court The syllabus reads: 
/ 
"It is error to award costs 'against 


the appellee in actions at law where 
appellant plaintiff fails in the Circuit 
Court* on appeal, to recover at least 
ohe^fifth more than the amount recov- 
ered in the District Court Costs 
should have been awarded in-the Cir- 
cuit Court in such case to the appellee 
and against the plaintiff appellani un- 
der Civil Laws, Section 1495, subsec- 
tion 8." 
There being error as set forth in the 


first assignment, the decision ot (he 
Circuit Judge- la so far reversed as to 
the awarding costs against the defend- 
ant and the case remanded to the Cir- 
cuit Court with direction , to award, 
costs to the appellee Scott and against 
the appellant Apau. The writ is al- 
lowed. 


Australia were, for 1888: New South 
Wales, 84,678 tons; Victoria, 56,697 
tons; South* Australia, 28,105 tons;

We hare examples of the 
successful combination of these two 
industries in one district of the colo- 
ny, where the cane-grower is able and 
willing to send to the mill at a price 
which would' be considered ruinous 
were they-not improving the land with 
the manure got from cattle and using 
as feed the cane tops which were hith- 
erto burnt and so wastetL"—Mackay
